“ T mk New York platform,” said 
Bryan in April, ‘‘is lit only for a dis* 
honest party. 
No one but an artful 
dodger would stand upon it.” How’ 
fully the words were vesified iu July. 
Bryan continued, and his prophecy is 
m>re striking than ever: ‘‘If we are to 
take the New York platform as an in­ 
dication of what the next Democratic 
platform is to be, in case the reorgan­ 
izers control the convention, then who 
will he able to deny the secret purpose 
of the reorganizers to turn the party 
over to predatorj wealth? I protest 
against mortgaging the party to capi­ 
talists to secure an enormous corrup­ 
tion fund.'’ 
In the light of the trick 
worked by Parker and Hill on the St. 
Louis convention, and oa the Demo­ 
cratic party, the April address of Bry­ 
an in Chicago, taking the New York 
Democratic platform as a text, includ­ 
ing the contemplated bunko of Parker 
and Hill, has largely gaiaed in inter­ 
est and significance. 


T his abandonment of the democracy 
by many of its old-time stalwait sup­ 
porters is decidedly significant. One 
of the most receDt of these departures 
from the Democracy is that of O car 
S. Straus, of New York, a well-known 
gold Democrat, a writer of note on 
political subjects, and a minister to 
Turkey under Cleveland. 
Mr. Straus 
says that 
‘a party which can not 
unite, or which has not the wisdom or 
the courage to unite, in putting a 
sound money plank in its platform, is 
not sufficiently rt constructed to be en 
trusted with power.” This is the same 
view that the Chicago Cbron cle held. 
Both condemn the Democrats for dodg­ 
ing the money issue. 
Both see that 
Parker's course in keeping silent on 
the money issue until after he had se­ 
cured the nomination was cowardice, 
and ought to be punished. 
On the 
other band, Parker is losing support­ 
ers in the West because of his 
lean­ 
ing, or assumed 
leaning, 
toward 
gold. Thus Ltbe Democracy is being 
deserted by gold men and silver men. 
When the Southern Whigs deserted 
their candidate, Gen. Scott, in 1852, 
because they thought he leaned too 
far against slavery, and when the 
Northern Whigs abandoned him be­ 
cause his platform leaned too far in 
theother direction.the country thought 
that that luckless nominee was in very 
bad fortune. Assailed 
in both sec­ 
tions for opposite reasons, he carried 
only four states 
Vermont, Massachu­ 
setts, Kentucky aud Tennessee- in the 
cyuntry, all the rest going to Pierce, 
his Democratic 
antagonist. 
Poor 
Parker is being hit in the same way 
for the opposite sort of things. 
P ar­ 
ker will carry more states in 1904 than 
Siott got half a cantury ago, hut the 
chances are that the maj >rity against 
him in the electoral college will be 
big enough to give 1904 a prominent 
place among the tidal wave years of 
the country's history 
Democrat. 


The Strike Situation. 


C h ic a g o , July 2 5 ,-The crisis in 
the packing bouse strike was reached 
this morning when the union leaders 
went to the yards and railed a general 
strike of all union connected with the 
houses. Thus far only the butchers 
had grievances.
